EASY ACCOMPLISHMENT 


Always “tops” iii favor with con- 
noisst iii s of good food, especially with 
men, is broiled steak. At all seasons 
and in all places it ranks high in the 
popularity parade. 
Realizing that, the clever 
home­ 
maker adds the art of broiling a steak 
to perfection to her list of accom­ 
plishments very early in her career. 
in fact, it really should be among the 
“must” courses in any 
school 
for 
brides. 
Not the least part of the appeal of 
a perfectly broiled steak is that it 
is an easy main dish alxmt which to 
plan a dinner menu. It seems to give 
something of its own fine flavor to 
the foods served with it. 
A simple 
menu, 
for

fried 
potatoes, green beans and a combina­ 
tion sit Iud of fresh vegetables, turns 
into a real feast when these foods 
accompany a sizzling hot, brown, ten­ 
der steak. 
Although broiling a steak is one of 
the tests of a cook’s ability, fortun­ 
ately it isn't hard and no one need 
fail.

Broiled Steak

steak cut at least I inch thick. Thor­ 
oughly preheat broiler oven.

the steak on the broiler rack at a 
sufficient distance from

of the hent so that by the time it is 
browned on one aide, it will lie cooked 
half way 
through.

When one side of the steak is brown­ 
ed, season it with salt and pepper, 
turn and brown the other side. Then 
the steak is ready to serve at once.
